while proceeding in a large convoy 
under the protection of a numb'e- oJ 
destroyers. 
It was proceeding at 


about 10 knots in bright moonlight. 
who:i struck. There was an imnie- 
diate heavy list and three minuts? 
later the boilers blew up, extinguish 
ins the lights all over the ship. 


"The Americans behaved like vet- 


erans and were of the greatest as- 
sistance in launching tnc life boats 
and handling them," said one of the 
officers of the ship. 


Two of the crew were caught be- 


low and went dov.ii with the ship. 
The third man was the ship's baker, 
who, 
after reaching his life boat sta- 


tion, went back for his money belt. 


Most of the Americans had little 


clothing and no baggage.

of them lost. their;pa3sports and-sll 
their money.

The president has indicated to congress that he considers 


(he passage of-the Overman bill as one of the instruments neces- 
sary in the successful prosecution of the war. 
The measure 


gives the president full power to reorganize and coordinate all of I 
the different departments at Washington- 


Saturday the test vote on the measure came. Instead of 


twelve we have thirty-seven in opposition this time. Included 
in this 37 is the new senator from Wisconsin who is found with 
tlw group opposing the measure. 


Why no yell now because the members of the senate are not 


standing back of the president? For the simple reason that the 
nearer we come to an election the less will be heard of the doc- 
trine of "standing back of the president." 


The Capital Times has always maintained that when the 


proper time arrives the same crowd that has been yelling for the 
doctrine of standing back of the president will ditch him. The' 
test vote on the Overman bill is an indication of what is coming. 
The neit Ust will come on the question of universal service. 
The big interests will not let a little thing like "standing back of 
the president" interfere with their program of putting over a 
military establishment in this country when the proper time 
comes.

in Flanders, -vrhiie ifce Germans prepare for gre&ier effora 
to drrre ihe British from Ypres and westward toward tlie 
British channel. Only local fighting has been ia progress 
but indications are not Lacking that the Germans have not 
yer given up hope of striking a crashing blow on ihfe-nonh- 
em battlefield. 


Nbrtheasi and east of Ypres Field Marshal Haig has 


•K-ichdra-am his line to "Verlorenhook and Hooge and has 
given up iamojis Hill 60, socth of Ypres. On the south the 
British hold Voorrcezeeie after two days of the most bitter 
fighting, so that the Germans are still two miles from mined 
Ypres, which is being bombarded violently, especially with 
gas shells. 


From Vborraezeele westward there has been no fighting 


except around Locre, •nrfaere the French have.been stoctiy* 
-vvithsiauding -ihe enemy. A foothold •zras gained in Locre 
fay the enerny and they are reported making ready for.an- 
other effort to drive the French northward. Locre and the 
road runnmg northward seperate Scharpenberg from Mont 
Kouto. These two heights are links in the chain of imh 
running vrsstward from Mont Kemmel and the German pur- 
pose evidently is to drive the French before them and take 
the elevations by 3ank movements. 


In Picardy there has been no activity except by the ar- 


tillery, the German cannon being very active on the front 
east of Amiens from Vfilers-Bretonneux to the Lace river. 
The French oScial announcement last Wednesday that 
American troops are now aiding the British and French in 
holding up the German advance toward Amiens is confirmed 
in an Associated Press dispatch direct from the Dew Ameri- 
can, positions. 


The German artillery is most active on the Toul sector, 


keeping up an intermittent fire against the American nosi- 
iSons, possibly to prevent the movement of American troops 
to the northern part of the western front. 


Dispatches from Petrograd and jioscov each dated 


Tuesday, give no indication of the reported revolt in Petro- 
grad on behalf of the former Grand Duke Aiexfs Nikolale- 
vitch. Swedish-Norwegian correspondents in Finland con- 
tinue to report rumors that Alesis has been proclaimed em- 
peror and that the new government will not be bound by the 
Bolsheviki-Gennan peace treaty. It is declared disorders 
were reported in Russia Thursday.

Meanwhfle the Germans and \Vhite Guards are rapidly 


approaching the Russian border north of Petrograd and the 
dissolution of the Eed Guard revolt is said not to be far off. 


The capture of Viborg, 75 miles northwest of Petro- 


grad, by the Germans is expected shortly. Communication 
between "VToorg and Petrograd has been severed. 


In Transcaucasia the Turks continue their forced occu- 


pation of territory ceded in the Brest-Litovsk peace treatv 
and report the capture of Ears.1 


The controversy between Holiaad and Germany, it is 


reported unofficially, has been settled by Holland's agreeing 
to the transport o^sand and gravel through Dutch territory 
irom Germany to\BeIgium. 
In yielding to Berlin's de- 


mands, the Dutch government is understood to have stipu- 
lated that the amount of sand and gravel, used in making 
concrete must be limited and cannot be used for military 
purposes. Rumors in The Hague are that Foreign Minister 
London will resign as a result of the passing of the diplo- 
matic crisis.

;lo not do so, notify this office and 
we will chack off from the list which 
you have sent us the names of those 


o have not marketed their"wheat 


and write them a letter demanding 
that the wheat in their possession be 
delivered to elevator or mill at .onco 
for government use.

Trend for-Water and Sewer 
Equipment in Rural Dis- 


tricts Widespread 


The prosperity of the farmer is 


tending toward a higher standard of 
living, especially in regard to sani- 
tary conveniences 
affecting 
rural 


health and comfort in this state. 
This conclusion is drawn by officials 
in the state department of health 
after noting the steady introduction 
of running water systems, sewage 
disposal plants, and modern plumb- 
ing into Wisconsin farm homes in 
the last few years. 


Complete Unit on Farm. 


Reports by field men of the plumb- 


ing division of the state board for a 
long period have shown that thou- 
sands of such homes have 
been 


equipped with sanitary 
comforts. 


The influence of these installations 
upon the health of farm families, 
according to these authorities, can- 
not be overestimated. The water 
supply systems installed on farms, 
which necessarily are independent of 
any public system, consist usually 
of a gasoline engirt?, or windmill, as 
;he motive power; a' storage tank 
located in the basement or un'dei1- 
^round, or in the barn, protected 
against frost; and plumbing fixtures 
throughout the house, to which is 
)iped water from the adjacent well. 
3y these methods the entire house 
and other farm buildings are pro- 
vided cheaply with-a plentiful supply 
of water for 
bathroom, 
laundry, 


citchen and.barns, .

Aid to Farm Contentment 


The sewage disposal system us- 


ually consists of a septic .tank .and 
lisposal unit, capable of rendering 
ie sewace innocuous and safeguard- 


although it is more active than those 
the Americans previously had faced.
